Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguements regarding the 
enablement of the invention as now claimed (without language requiring a multi-epitopic immune response) are not persuasive. The 
specification teaches that the binding of the antibody to a multi-epitopic tumor antigen results in a complex which can be used to prime or 
initiate an immune response to another epitope on the antigen because the binding of the antibody to said multi-epitopic antigen changes 
the conformation of said antigen sufficiently to provide access to a previously unrecognizable epitope. The M.P.E.P states that the 
claims are enabled by the specification. Thus the teachings of the specification regarding how to make the multi-epitopic immune 
response for the treatment of cancer cannot be ignored. . 
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
